The costumes worn by the membere of the
Bapgerbund, more especially those worn by
thoee performing the more prominent parts,
were cxeeedingly neat, well fitting, and desizned
with taste.

The decora’io, o he boilding was as Loe
us “DY‘hm',_ we have ever soen, American
fags BLI,0 ldoed at every foot or two over the
eab%g edifice, In the middle af the floor there
Y8 n fountain of scented water, surrounded by
bouquets, and as the ladies passed, thousands of
handkerch'efs were wet wiith this dellclous per-
fume, The expense sustainel by the Boclety in
erecting this marble basin was exceedingly
large, the cost of the pertumery alone amount-
ing to upwarda of $200,

The grand feature of the whole ball was the
opening enfree ot ull the various characters,
und which represented every imaginable beast
and reptile, from bears to bull-froge. The line of
the procession as formed was headed by Birg.
feld's band, and was dmmediately followed
by the personations of the nowspapers of Phila-
delphia. Among the wost prominent could be
seen Tue Evanixe Teuronars, with the latest
news posted on s back and sides. Next
came the polar bewrs, peacocks, ostriches,
whisky, champague bottles, foxes, ete. These
were immedintely followed bythe ‘‘Prince
Carmival” with the “Princess,” who sealed
themselves on the throne prepared for
the occasion.

As the procesgion had graduslly passed the
whole length of the stage, and had taken its
place on the left hand, the signal was given, the
curtain at the rear of the stage went up, and a
grand German chorus, embracing many volces,
could be heard; and gradually rising above the
scenes, Apollo with his golden harp, and Poly-
hymnia leaning on his arm, attired most magai-
ficently, had appeared among the clouds, where
they remained until the chorus was completed,
then descended and were presented, with nume-
rous other characters, to his royal highness the
Prince of Festivitiea,

clowns, also, last evening, was astonishing, the
tascinating charscter of the fool being repre-
sented by many on the floor., During the
evening a new impersonation of “Waddiloye”
eould be eeen strolling through the darkened
scenes with the ever-popular “Daughter of the
Regiment” on his agm. which impersonation was
asgumed by about Afty of the fair sex. Chinese,
Japanese, negroes, patriotic Irishmen (Fenians),
snd Indians were also in abundance, and their
hideous contortions and awful attempts at the
various lan guages were most diswressing,

“Richard 111" was at the ball, having on one
arm the beautiful and magniticently attired
“Queen Elizabeth,” while on the other was
resting affectionately the loving form of “'Lady
Anne.” Occasionally the * erooked-backed
tyrant” could be heard repeating, “Was ever
woman in this humor won.” as he went striding
over the stage, and elicited considerable admi-
ration.
